BOSTON (AP) - Hurricane 


Gerda, a fast-moving storm 
born almost overnight off the 
South Atlantic coast, slammed 
into southeastern New England 
todav, catching the region only 
half prepared. 


The storm bore down first on 


picturesque Cape Cod, and next 
was to turn its fury on eastern 
Maine. 


Gerda 
developed on such 


short notice and traveled sol 
quickly that officials feared pro- 
perty damage would be ex- 
tremely heavy. 


"We just can't move fast 


enough," said one police officer 
in 
Hyannis, on Cape Cod. 


"We're moving families into the 
school, and they're having to 
leave windows unbearded and 
everything because there just 
doesn't seem to be time.. .And 
they haven't got all the boats in 
either." 


Strikes at Noon 


Hundreds of pleasure boats 


were anchored in the coves and 
harbors that dot the region's 
weathered shoreline, and Ger- 
da's 90-100-mile-per-hour winds 
were expected to be especially 
destructive with them. 


The storm left little untouched. 


Foam - flecked seas began tear-; 
ing at the Cape's exposed south- 
ern beaches around noon, eating 
awav tons of sand. 


Trees bent under the strain of 


the wind, and power and tele- 
phone outages developed as 
branches tore loose and sliced 
lines. 


Gerda was trundling north- 


northeastward at 40 m.p.h., unu- 
sually fast for a hurricane.

The strange kidnapping of the Ameri- 


can ambassador to Brazil has ended happily, 
with Ambassador Elbrick freed in Rio de 
Janeiro after the Brazilian government met 
all of the demands of the terrorists who 
held him capti\e for 78 hours. But the case 
poses major new problems for the US 
State Department. 


The military junta 
which recently 


seized power in Brazil had to swallow a lot 
of pride in meeting the demands of the 
kidnappers. They had to release 15 political 
prisoners and put them aboard a plane for 
Mexico, uhich agreed to grant them 
asylum. And they had to broadcast a 
statement drafted by the terrorists which 
was highly critical of their own govern- 
ment 


The success of the kidnapping from the 


terrorists' point of view is bound to give 
similar ideas to extremist groups in other 
countries. Ambassador Elbrick was kidnap- 
ped as he drove in his private limousine 


from his suburban home to the embassy. 
The State Department has announced that 
security measures to protect our envoys in 
other Latin American countries will be 
tightened, but it is an almost impossible 
task to protect every American official in 
every foreign country where we have 
representatives stationed. 


The State Department was wise in not 


shouting 
any demands to the Brazil 


government about getting our ambassador 
back safely. The Nixon Administration 
again demonstrated calmness and coolness 
in its reaction to the crisis. At the least this 
permitted the Brazilian junta to buckle 
under to the kidnappers' demands without 
having to appear totally subservient to the 
United States. 


But the new danger which will be faced 


by foreign service officers in other coun- 
tries ^on't make it any easier to recruit top 
notch men for these posts. 


Bishop Pike Dies Seeking Truth 


The death in the Arabian desert of 


former 
Episocopal Bishop James Pike 


marks the end of the career and life of a 
remarkable if highly controversial man. 
Perhaps the one cannot be had without the 
other 


Bishop Pike was raised as a Roman 


Catholic, became an agnostic, then an 
Episcopalian and only recently announced 
his decision to remove himself from the 
Episcopal church as well. His views on 
religion and the church became increasing- 
ly critical in the last few years and he came 
under harsh criticism himself, with even 
the charge of heresy rumored by the 
conservatives in the denomination. 


Bishop Pike's ability is indicated by the 


positions he held after receiving his law 
degree from Yale and later being ordained 
from Union Theological Seminary. He 
taught at George Washington University, 
was dean of the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine in New York and later Bishop of the 


San Francisco diocese. When he resigned 
that position, he became a fellow in the 
Center 
for the Study of Democratic 


Institutions in Santa Barbara. Personal 
tragedy, especially in the suicide of a son, 
led him into investigation of the possibility 
of contact with those who have died and he 
wrote The 
Other 
Side in which 
he 


expressed the belief that he had been 
communicating with his dead son. He then 
formed the Foundation for Religious Tran- 
sition which he said was an organization for 
those "who have lost hope in organized 
churches." 


Whether one agreed with Bishop Pike 


or not, it is clear that he was constantly 
seeking. His last trip was into the desert in 
the area where the Dead Sea Scrolls were 
found in the hope of finding documents 
which would give him more information on 
Christianity. 


Perhaps he has now found the answers 


to his many questions. 


Racial Tensions in the Marines 


The message to all Marines, except 


those in combat, from General Leonard F. 
Chapman, Jr. commandant of the Marine 
Corps, concerning racial tensions within 
the corps, is remarkable in several ways. 


First, it is a concession, seldom if ever 


made publicly by military officers, that 
mistakes have been made. Secondly, it 
concedes that there have been serious 
racial tensions in the Corps, particularly 
among Marines, black and white, who have 
returned from combat duty. Third, it 
relaxes traditional Marine regulations on 
both looks and attitudes. 


The racial conflicts have been reported 


for some time in newspapers and maga- 
zines. A major problem has been that black 
troops in particular, who found themselves 
quite accepted in combat as equals to white 
troops, have returned to the same old 
discrimination back home. Tney are no 
longer willing to accept such attitudes and 
have themselves become more militant and 
defiant. Despite efforts to some officers 
and commandants to ease the situation, in 
general the military brass has tended to 
ignore and deny it 


Now General Chapman has said that 


Afro haircuts are to be permitted if they 
come within the general Marine regulations 


and that "individual signs between groups 
or individuals will be accepted for what 
they are — gestures of recognition and 
unity" which presumably refers to the 
black raised fist salute. But he also 
maintained that "the Marine Corps has 
always demanded the highest standards in 
military appearance, military courtesy, and 
proficiency—these high standards breed 
pride, and pride, in turn, builds the kind of 
discipline that is essential to battlefield 
success with minimum casualties" 


In hard fact it appears that a consider- 


able amount of traditional Marine discipline 
ard morale has broken down, partly because 
of the racial conflicts, partly because of 
growing disillusion with the war and the 
belief that we aren't going to win it 
anyway In a way, General Chapman's 
statement was only in acceptance of the 
facts as they are. 


Dissention in the military is not close to 


outright mutiny despite the unwillingness 
of some troops to return to combat in 
Vietnam and the growing influence of anti- 
war 
underground 
newspapers, 
coffee 


houses and organizations near military 
posts. It will take a long time to erase the 
demoralizing effects of the war upon many 
segments of American society.
